This gave rise to an altercation 
between them, and Miller ordered his 
wife out of the room. Upon her declin- 
ing to go he fell to abusing her, striking 
licr twice in the face, and then kicking 
tier out of the house.

a neighbor's, where she remained until 
Wednesday morning, when hearing that 
Miller had left the night before, she re- 
turned to her house, tlie girl still being 
there. 


Upon her arrival at her home, she
